What shall ,We Do with 

Mr. Gilbert Malcolm Sproat lifts 
been appointed A-gen.t-Gren.eral for 
British Columbia in London. Wo do 
not boliovo a bottor appointment could 
have boon made, and thoro is no doubt 
that we shall soon see tho fruits of his 
o Torts hi behalf of this Province in 
tho form of people coming' amongst us. 
Mr. Adamson has been appointed 
E nigra' i mi Agent at San Francisco. 
Ho may ■ bo tho right man in 
tho right place; but the world 
awaits proof. If ho is, tho evidence 
will soon be forthcoming in the form 
of people desirous to return to tho Old 
Flag by seeking a home in British Co- 
lumbia. But if thoso fruits of tho 
labors of our Agent-G eneral in London 
and our Agent-Particular in San Fran- 
cisco should flow in upon us one of 
these lovely mornings, it occurs to us 
to ask, What shall we do with thorn ? 
What have wo done with the tens of 
thousands who have sought homes on 
our shores during tho past decade? 
For tho matter of that, what are we 
doing with the few who are even now 
seeking homos amongst us ? Driving 
them away, — -not by any overt act; yet 
none the less effectively for that. The 
Land Ollico has cost the struggling 
tax-payers of this country somewhere 
in the neighbourhood of one hrndred 
and fifty thousand dollars. What value 
has tho country ever had for all this 
outlay ? Has that plethoric depart- 
ment been tho means of placing a single 
settler? No; but it has been the 
means of hindering thousands. Under 
the old form of administration, this 
was tho nightmare department. It 
cost more and did more harm than 
any of the others. It cotdd bo said of 
most of tho others, "Well if they do no 
good they do no harm." But even 
this negative recommendation could 
not honestly be claimed for the Laud 
Office. It did positive harm. It drove 
thousands away from our shores. It was 
always on the alert; but to hinder, not to 
help the intending settler. Whenever tho 
searcher for a homestead imagined he 
had stumbled on something good, 
something to reward his pluck and 
plod, there was the officer from the 
Land Oflice. keeking over his shoulder, 
with brush and paint-pot in hand ready 
to clap the Queen's broad R, or, perad- 
venture, the grasping paw of some of- 
licial land-shark upon tho poor man's 
discovery. Thus the would-be settler 
was made to play the part of jackal to 
the official lion. It was from this and 
other evils that the people sought re- 
leaso m Responsible Government. 
How much better is tho Land Office 
under the new system ? What new sys- 
tem? Why, Eesponsiblo Government. 
Don't you know that Responsible Gov- 
ernment has boon in operation ever since 
British Columbia became a Province of 
the Dominion? Responsible fiddlesticks! 
Don't you know that the change is merely 
in name, — that everything runs on in 
the old groove, if anything, more 
expensively and less efficiently? It's 
just the old »oug set to a now tune— tho 
old soihj of "How to get tho largest pay 
for tho least work," set to tho popular air 
of "Responsible Government." Labeled on 
the outside, "Government by and for the 
People," it is in reulity just as much a* 
ever it was, "Government by and for tin' 
Officials." But is not the present Gov- 
ernment responsible to the people? Yes, 
in theory. No, in fact, but, to return to 
the point from which we have to Home ex- 
tent bean lei away, wherein consists the 
use or util.'ty of having agencies abroad 
for tho piii'pose of inducing emigrants to 
come to British Columbia if, when thoy 
come, they are to be treated as all are 
treated who come here in search of a 
home ? Until the* old system shall have 
boon stamped out, exterminated root and 
branch, and a real, live People's Govern- 
ment established , so as to make proper 
provision for utilizing population whon 
it comes, it in utter folly, it is worse than 
folly, it is absolutely wicked to employ 
means, however good in themselves and 
however desirable under other circum- 
stances, to send people here to bo repuls- 
ed and driven over the border to become 
British-haters in a foreign land. The bo- 
ginning must be made at the l ight end. 
tho root of tho matter, if success is to he 
attained. No good can come of inducing 
population to come here, however much 
it may bo needed, so long as the govern- 
mental machinery is run in the old 
grooves. And what is true of the Land 
Office and of immigration, is scarcely less 
truo of every other department and every 
other interest. The whole administration 
is just the dead carcase, tho dry bones of 
a system from which tin' people sought 
deliverance in Confederation, And if the 
people do not ariso and exert that power 
which the new constitution places within 
their reach for the purpose of shaking 
themselves free from that dead carcase, 
it will continuo to drag them c'own until 
thoy will have reason to curse tho clay 
-that- thoy sought and obtained Respon- 
sible Government. Tho new system, like 
fire, is a good servant, but a bad master. 
Tt is for tho people to determine whether 
it shall prove good or bad in this Pro- 
vince. 



A Poisoning Case— The 
Pranks of a Monkey. 

Tho Nortl is responsible for tho fol- 
lowing account of s> horrible accident 
which lias just happened at Mo ittougo, 
a village near Paris; M. Dumas, resid- 
ing there, an agent of manufacturing 
chemists in Rouen, has kept for tho 
last throe months a black apo, which 
had been brought to him from Africa. 
It was M. Dumas' custom every even- 
ing before going to bod, to take a glass 
of can sucrce, into which ho put a littlo 
orange water. Tho monkey, who was 
in the bedroom and saw him do this, is 
believed to havo formed tho purpose 
of repeating tho act. M. Dumas had 
just, received from his employers a 
specimen of nitric acid, which he was 
to sell to a retail dealer in Paris. After 
having opened and examined the bottlo 
ho prepared his glass of sugar and 
water, went to bed and fell asleep. The 
monkey then poured tho contents of 
the bottle into the glass and retired. 
Feeling thirsty during the night, M. 
Dumas rose and swallowed tho poison. 
Ho died shortly afterward, having suf- 
fered the most excruciating agony. Tho 
Siecle adds to what is given above, 
that when the neighbors came in tho 
monkey was seen with tho empty bottlo 
in his hands.

Destruction of the Govein- 
ment Stables by Fire— Jjoss 
§5000. 

Yesterday morning, at 11% o'clock, fclio 
chimney in that part of the Clovemuiont 
Stables occupied by the family of Mr. 
Winter, the coachman, was observed to be 
on lire, A heavy volume of smoke rush- 
ed up through the flues and thick, blaz- 
ing Hakes of soot settled upon the shingl- 
ed roof. His Excellency the Governor, 
<irith the servants of Government House, 
hastened to the spot to prevent the de- 
struction of the buildings. The chain- 
gang were at work on the grounds, and, 
with their guards, also hastened to render 
assistance. Attempts were mode to reach 
tho roof, but the Ministry had failed to 
provide oven a ladder. In a very short 
time tho roof took fire in several places; 
tho flames ate their way through the 
shingles and rafters into the loft, and in 
less than live minutes tho whole upper 
part of the building was on Are. Attention 
■was then directed to saving the furniture 
belonging to tho coachman, the horses 
(Ave in number) , harness and the car- 
riages, which was successfully done be- 
fore the fire reached the lower story. 
Valuable assistanco was hero rendered by 
Messrs. Malcolm Monro and Frank Bee- 
gan, who were working near. A messen- 
ger was dispatchad to town on horseback 
for the engines and the hooks and ladders, 
and the alarm being rung by tho bells, 
tho Firo Department and a largo number 
of citizens were speedily moving towards 
tho scone of conflagration. Tho Deluge 
engine arrived first, being drawn by Low- 
en & Frb's fine team of horses, and, draw- 
ing water from a cistern situated near the 
blazing stables, soon had two good 
streams playing on the fire. The Bucket 
Company came next and rendered efficient 
service, while Mr. Steinberger "towed" 
tho Union Truck to the scene, when tho 
hooks and ladders were unlimberod and 
aided the efforts of the other companies. 
The buildings, however, were totally de- 
stroyed, together with a largo quantity of 
hay, fruit and other articles, valued at 
S1000, the property of the Lieut-Gover- 
nor. Tho stables were built in 18(i9 for 
Gov. Musgrave, at a cost of about. §101)0, 
They were very complete and wen? worth 
every dollar of that amount. We under- 
stand that they were insured for ?M)00 
in the Imperial.

The Mail which arrived from Kootenay 
yesterday brought advices to tho 25th ult., 
but there is nothing important.

Dr. Chisholm 
had arrived from Victoria with a pack 
train laden with merchandise. Mr.
